He 
plans to use the resolution to call 
on area members of the United -

HAINE said he’s received calls 
from Madison County residents 
who do not feel safe going into 
East St. Louis to act as jurors at 
that city’s federal courthouse, 
where bankruptcy cases are 
handled. He said moving all the 
area’s federal court functions to 
the city would make the situation 
wo 

‘That place looks like downtown 
Beirut,” Haine said of East. St. 
Louis 

The outcome of court cases 
could be jeopardized if jurors who 
don’t want to be in East St. Louis 
must go there, he said. 

“YOU'RE going to have juries 
that want to get out of town by 
sunset,’’ he said. ‘“That may affect 
decisions.”’ 

Another reason for Haine’s op- 
position is that Alton provided the 
land and street improvements to 
get the federal courthouse there in 
the 1960s. He said East St. Louis 
did nothing, but plans are to putall 
federal court duties there. 

‘The federal courthouse in Alton 
also houses offices for the Internal 
Revenue Service, and Social 
Security. Persons in Alton and in 
the northern counties will have 
much longer drives if the move is 
approved, he said. 

“FOR THE federal government 
to turn that (court building) into a 
partially used magistrate court is 
a waste of resources,” Haine said.

WASHINGTON — You've seen the 
television commercial: one harried 
businessman stuck in traffic, fuming 
because he’s out of touch with the of- 
fice; another businessmafi coolly call- - 
ing the office and closing the deal on 
his cellular telephone. 

What the ads don't say is that any- 
one who is tired of game shows and 
soaps can overhear cellular phone 
transmissions from passing cars sim- 
ply by tuning to channels 80 to 83 and 
adjusting the antenna. The phones use 
FM frequencies, which overlap UHF 
television bands. 

If the car is moving right along. a 
listener may be able to overhear only 
a minute or two of a conversation; if

All three are part of the new 
Illinois and Michigan Canal Na- 
tional Heritage Corridor, which is

“When President Reagan signed 
legislation in 1984 making it the 
country's first “National Heritage 
Cortidor,” he dedicated an area 
120-miles long running from Chi- 
‘cago’s lakefront and Lake Calu- 
tmet to La Salle-Peru on the Illi- 
mois River. 

The backbone of the corrido: 


tthe defunct [lirois and n 
Canal, which was built from 18 
to 1848 and continued in use until 


the early 1900s. 

‘The Heritage Corridor includes 
"18+ Chicago neighborhoods, «43 
‘other cities and towns, parts of 
“eight state parks, 38 nature areas, 
200 historic buildings and districts 
‘and many industries. 

A commission has been set up to 
‘administer the Heritage Corridor. 
“Lee Hanson, who has had 21 years 
lim the National Park Service, re- 
‘cently was appointed executive di- 
rector. Offices of the organization 
are in Joliet. The commission was 
set.up to oversee many organiza- 
fions already active in the area. 

The Heritage Corridor was a 
‘combined effort of many local 
igroups, two of which are the 
‘Friends of the I-M Canal National 
Heritage Corridor and the Upper 
Valley Association, a not-for-prof- 
jt group of business leaders:

You 
‘must provide three forms of iden 
tification, including at least one that 
proves date of birth. 
© Although written and/or driving 
tests may not be required for 
renewal, all motorists must go to a 
faclity for the vision test and to have 
a photo taken.

The Fantus Company report

During the first 1986 gubenatorial 
debate, Stevenson -announced he 
would release a copy of the Fantus 
report that had been given to the 
governor last January. Following 
the debate, he distributed copies to 
reporters. - 

Later that afternoon, Jay Hedges, 
director of the Department of Com- 
merce and Community Affairs, 
released what he said was the 
“final” report to the media. The 
report, commissioned by DCCA, 
cost the state $111,000 

“The version released by DCCA is 
a sanitized version of the initial 
report,” Stevenson said “Many of 
thle mast damning statements about 
Illinois’ economic condition had 
been deleted.” 

Stevenson, who has released two 
other reports he said the state tried 
to suppress, cited several 
statements from the first Fantus

The old adage’ in. sports is that 
defense wins championships. And, 
as tradition has it, the GraniteCity 
soccer Warriors are taking that to 
heart , 

The Warriors took a 6-0-1 record 
into Quincy on Saturday to face 
the defending state champion 
Raiders of Notre Dame. The latest 
win comes on a forfeiture from 
Alton. Thursday’s match was call- 
ed off because of the teacher’s 
strike. 

Granite City’s gaudy record can 
be traced to defense: The Warriors 
have yet to allow a goal this season 
and have outscored their op- 
ponents 16-0. The tie was a 0-0 
draw Sept. 22 against Quincy 

They have been a “Granite 
Wall” to opposing teams so far 
this r. 

fhe defensive thing is 
something we’ve always. taken 
pride in,” said Granite City coach 
Gene Baker. i 

The Warriors’ latest defensive 
showing was a 1-0 victory over 
Belleville West. Sept. 23. Senior 
Steve. Becker got the game- 
winning goal in the fourth quarter. 

“They can get the ball out,”’ said
